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CHAPTER 17
CONSERVATION COMMISSION
S. F. 673

AN ACT relating to the issuance of deer hunting licenses, and to appropriate the fish and game

protection fund for use by the state conservation commission.

Be It Enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa:
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SEcTION 1. The state fish and game protection fund is hereby appropri-
ated for use by the state conservation commission for the biennium begin-
ning July 1, 1969 and ending June 30, 1971. The following amount, or so
much thereof as may be necessary, is authorized to be expended from said
fund for each year of the biennium, to be used in the following manner:

For salaries, support, maintenance, equip-
ment, and miscellaneous purposes, including
transfers not to exceed six hundred forty-one
thousand eighty (641,080) dollars to the adminis-
tration fund in compliance with the provisions
of section one hundred seven point seventeen
(107.17) of the Code and including for lake sur-
vey and mapping purposes a sum not to exceed
sixteen thousand (16,000 dollars) . ..... ... ... ... .. ..... $3,175,980

Sec. 2. The remainder of the fund is hereby appropriated for capital
improvements and contingencies arising during the biennium which are
legally payable from the fish and game protection fund.

Sec. 3. A contingency shall exclude any purpose or project which
was presented to the general agssembly by way of a bill and which failed
to become enacted into law, provided, however, that for the purpose of this
Act a necessity of unforeseen additional operating funds may be con-
strued as a contingency.

Stc. 4. Before any of the funds appropriated by this Act shall be
allocated for contingencies it shall be determined by the executive council
that a contingency exists and that the proposed allocation shall be for the
best interest of the state.

Sec. 5. All refunds and reimbursements, including federal moneys,
received during the biennium shall be credited directly to the fish and
game protection fund.

Sec. 6. If the full amount authorized in section one (1) is not expend-
ed during the first year of the biennium, the unused portion shall carry for-
ward and be an addition to the amount authorized for the second year of
the biennium.

Sec. 7. When the state conservation commission has approved a
capital improvement project to be financed from the fish and game protec-
tion fund, a description of the project and estimated cost shall be reported
to the governor and state comptroller for allocation of funds.

Sec. 8. The provisions of chapter eight (8), of the Code shall apply
to this Act.
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SEc. 9. - Chapter one hundred twenty-nine (129), section one (1), Acts
of the Sixty-second General Assembly, amending section one hundred nine
point thirty-eight (109.38), Code 1966, is hereby amended by striking lines
four (4) through nineteen (19) and inserting in lieu thereof the following:

“9. If following an investigation the commission finds that the number of
hunters licensed to take deer should be limited or further regulated, the
commission shall conduct a drawing to determine which applicants shall
receive a license. Applications for licenses shall be received and accepted
during a fifteen-day period established by the commission. At the end of
such period the drawing shall be conducted. If the quota has not been
filled, licenses shall then be issued in the order in which such applications
are received and shall continue to be issued until such quota has been met
or until a date fifteen days prior to the opening day of the season, which-
ever first occurs. If an applicant fails to receive a license by either of the
methods provided herein, such applicant shall receive a certificate at the
time his application and monetary remittance is returned to him which
shall entitle him to a license the following year before the drawing is con-
ducted by the commission.”

CHAPTER 18
IOWA DEVELOPMENT COMMISSION
S. F. 681

AN ACT to appropriate from the general fund of the state of Towa to the Iowa development

commission,

Be It Enacted by the General Assembly. of the State of Iowa:

SecTioN 1.  For the lowa development commission there is hereby
appropriated from the general fund of the state for each year of the bienni-
um beginning July 1, 1969 and ending June 30, 1971, the following amounts,
or so much thereof as may be necessary, to be used in the manner desig-
nated:

For salaries, including a salary for the director
of at least twenty thousand (20,000) dollars and
not to exceed twenty-six thousand (26,000) dol-

lars per year .. ... ... . ... $376,400.00
For support, maintenance, agricultural prod-

ucts promotion, and miscellaneous purposes ............. 585,600.00
For municipal planning assistance ................... 25,000.00
Total .. ... $987,000.00

The commission is directed to take prompt, vigorous action toward
assisting Towa agriculture in market development. The commission, through
its expenditures, shall emphasize those projects which are best calculated
to provide new or broadened markets for major agricultural commodities
grown in Towa.

The commission is encouraged to coordinate such projects with other
interested agencies, public and private, to minimize duplication of such
efforts.
